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1. The adninistrative diviaion of the Ivo Lucic-Lavcevic (Ivolav) WMlitary 
‘Gonstruction Enterprise reportedly has its headquarters in a new building 
on Bihacka Street in Split. This building was allegedly completed last 
year. The entire enterprise is subordineted to the Third Main Directorate 
of Military Enterprises in Zagreb. Ivolav reportedly has branches along 
the coast from Zadar to the Albanian frontier, and on all of the islands 
situated across this part of the coast. The administrative staff of the 
Ivolay Enterprise comprises the following individuals; 


& Director: Licutenamt.colonel Srecko Reio, nicknamed "Petica", who is 
reported to be one of the most powerful Communists in Dalmatia. Reic. 


is allegedly a member of the Croatian regional committee of the Communist 
Party for Dalmatia. 


bo Chief of Political Department: an unidentified UDB major; 

Co Chief of Personnel Department: Dinko Jurjevic, known as "Bajo"; 

do Chief of Planning Department; Engineer Sarko Levi; 

@. Chief of Technical Department: a certain engineer by the name of Lukinics - 


£. Chief of Control Department: Captain Petar Perisin, a prominent 
Commnist whom the workers allegedly tried to assassinate in October 1950, 
because of the rigid controls established by him; 


8 Chief of Power Department; @ certain Captain Sivio; 


ho Chief Engineer: Major Sergije Monweyler, who was nicknamed "The Destroyer" 
owing to the fact that he was a heavy drinker; and 


io Approximately 150 employees. 


2. Also situated in Split are an unspecified number of workshops which are located 
in five large hangars near ao Video Kratulovic Shipyard, Among these workshops 
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are: e blacksmith shop, a machine shop, a locksmith shop, an electrical 
workshop, a paint e,op and a whiteamith shop, where al) equipment essential 
to the enterprise is constructed. Approximately 300 skilled workers, 100 
iaborers and 200 ajprentices are employed in these central workshops, which 
ave under the direction of a certain Major Nikolac, a former mason. Smaller 
workshops are also located in various areas along the coast. 


At the present tine, the Ivolav Military Construction Enterprise reportedly 


comprises seven ceparate branches located in the following areas:

Lieutenant Fero Ljubojevic. 


The third division of the Buterprise has ite headquarters in Koroula, 
This division has reportedly ecupleted work on the Dominoe Shipyard and 
ia now in the process of erecting dwellings for the workers in the srea. 


The fourth division of Ivolav,which has ite headquarters in Trogir and 
eaploys approximately 350 workers, is under the direction of a certain 
engineer by the name of Soda, This division has jurisdiction over the
